For Bovoral years groat diaoontont 
has been oxprossod by tbo settlors ol 
the district lying botween the liooky 
Mountains and Canada, known 
undor the gonorio title of tho liod 
Eiver Sottlomont, at tho control ol 
their affairs by tho Hudson J3ay Com - 
pany, which Corporation elands in the 
same- relation to tho settlors in that 
locality as it ocoupiod towards 
this Colony prior to 1858. Tho Gov. 
ernmontof tho Ecd Rivor Settlement 
is in tho hands of tho Company. 
From its offlcors aro appointod tho 
members of tho Legislative Council, 
and the Council mttke all tho appoint, 
meats and rogulato tho officials from 
Sheriff to Constablo in the territory. 
Against this undosirablo form of Gov- 
ernment tho settlers havo frequently 
petitioned. Thoy are anxiouB to " open 
business ou their own account," and, 
to do the Hudson Bay Company jus- 
tioo, wo must say it appoars anxious 
to translor tho responsibility to tho 
Crown; Tho Company has, wo bo.. 
lievo, wielded Ibeir almost unlimitod 
powor in a spirit of justice and impais 
tiality; but disputes frequently arise 
between their officers and tho colon* 
ists, which roudor tho tusk of go?, 
orning as disagreeable to tho officers 
as the faet of being ho govorood is irk<i 
some to tho people, Tho lied Eiver 
country lies directly ou tho lino of tho 
proposed highway from tho Paoifio to 
the Atlantic Tho British Amorican 
railway, if over built, must run 
directly through tho heart of tbo set*, 
tlement. Tho country is ono of tho 
most magnificent on tho continent. 
Kich prairies, intersected hero and 
there with bolts of valuablo timber, 
abound, and an Amorican onginoor 
who recently oxplored tho country, in 
a report to tho Now York Legislature, 
gives it as his opinion that within 
twenty years honco the torritory of 
Bed Eiver to tho foot of the liooky 
Mountains, along tho Assiniboino and 
the Saskatchewan, will produce more 
grain than all tho Northwest States 
of America now produce Ho esti- 
mates that thpro aro at least fifty mil- 
lions of acres of splendid land now 
Jying idle that will yiold bountifully 
of every rosouroo that contributes to 
the support of man, wero the land 
thrown opon to settlement. In his 
report tbo gontloman presses strongly 
upon tho Ui ited Sltues Govcrnmont 
tho advit-iibiiity of obtaining possession 
of this splendid territory, tho almost un- 
interrupted water communication from 
Rod Eiver to tho Atlantic, rendering 
tho shipment of its products a matter 
attondod with comparatively slight 
exponso. Tho few farmers who havo 
obtained a looting in tho settlomont 
are rich in flocks and herds and grain. 
As high as sixty bushels of grain 
havo been raised to tho aero; forty- 
five bushols is tho average yield, and 
the only labor required to secure this 
enormous return is in turning up tho 
rich virgin soil and sowing tho seed. 
Added to its agricultural resources, 
the torritory is known to bo rich in 
minorals. Gold in payable quantities 
has been discovered ou its rivers ; 
and its minos of native copper will 
ono day rival thoso of tho far-lamed 
Lake Superior region. Iron, too, ex- 
ists in abundance, and traces of silver 
ore havo boon frequently found 
Tho olimato is mild — milder, in fact, 
than that of any part of Canada— and 
Eod Eiver is open to navigation 
as early as tho St. Lawrence. All 
these natural advantages need only 
tho fostering hand of tho Government 
to attract thither both men and capital. 
Ono of tho main objects of tho Conlodn 
oration sohomo is tho construction oi 
a railway from ocean to ocean through 
British torritory. Tho importance ol 
tho Eod Eiver country to tho Now 
Nation cannot be underrated, 
and wo aro therefore not sur- 
prised to loarn by telegraph that the 
settlors— fully awakened to a sons© of 
their importance— aro glamoring for a 
change in thoir relations to tho Im* 
porial Government, The Hudson 
Bay Company, for several tuccossivo 
years, has offered to translor tho tor- 
ritory to tho Imperial Government 
upon payment of a largo sum ol 
monoy ; but tho bargain has never 
boon struck, and tho question bus beou 
at last loft with the Kingdom oi 
Canada to dispose of.

DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

Europe. 

The inhabitants of Luxemburg have pre- 
sented on address to the KiDg of Hollund 
OBkin/ tu bo annexed to Franco. 

Thu journals say that in the event of war, 
the whole North German army will be fur- 
nished with needle guns. The fortiQca'.ions 
at Kiel Bay, Alson and Lundewitt ure Doing 
considerably oxtended. 

The North German says no ono in Ger- 
many wishes annexation to France; only 
those can desire it who speculato upon gen- 
eral misfortune. 

Bisra&rck, on the 9tb, in reply to a query, 
stated that Hesse Darmstadt had not ex- 
pressed a wish to enter the Gorman Bund. 
In consequence of the stipulation of the 
treaty of Prague, it would bo necessary bo^ 
foro tho whole of Hesse Darmstadt could 
join the Confederation to havo an under- 
standing with Prussia and live ou friendly 
termB. 

Vienna advices stato that the Cabinot con- 
siders itself bound by eny considerations to- 
ward old confederates. 

A petition of the people of Luxemburg 
has been presentod to the King of Holland, 
expressing an ardent desire to retain their 
nationality under the House of Orange. The 
Journal des Elats has nn articlo on the Lux- 
emburg question, saying that it would he 
much better to have Luxemburg remain 
Luxemburg, as it cannot become French or 
Prussian without a war, of which no ono can 
foresee all tho consequences. 

A St. Petersburg correspondent of the 
London Herald says that the Hussian Ameri- 
can Fur Company's sales wero originally 
150,000 roubles, but havo fallen to 85,000, 
aud tho company have been considered on 
tho verge of bankruptcy for a number of 
years. The colony was a failuro Irom neg- 
lect and mismanagement. In tho opinion of 
many there was wisdom in gettiog rid of 
what was not worth keeping. The organ of 
Iho Minister of Foreign Affairs has warned 
llio press against too hasty jadgmonl. The 
trausuution will ba beueliciul to trade in 
parts of liastorn Siberia. 

A special dispatch, dated London, suys the 
prize fight between Wormald and O'Baldwio 
was prevented by tho failure oi tha latter to 
appear on tbo ground. Wormald took the 
stakes. The fancy were disgusted. 

CmcAoo, April 2<i — Washington speeials 
say that the Derby Ministry, in a late com- 
munication to our Government, expro:sed a 
strong desire for a speedy adjustment of tho 
pirate Alabama claims, and a suggestion 
was made whereby it could bo settled. Our 
Government promplly refused to aooede to 
it, and tho matter falls. It is statod, farther, 
that in no event will tho English Government 
give up British America. 

New York, April 25— In Paris ten thou- 
sand tuilors, with the members of other 
trades, aro on a strike. 

La Liberie calls for public meetings all 
over the country to make known to Bismarck 
that if there is a German nation there is 
also a Gemiun people misled anil made to 
serve Prussian amliiiiou. It will find itself 
opposed, until the French people will tear to 
pieces the treaty of 1816. 

The Queen is constantly receiving appli- 
cations from tho relations of Fenians eap- 
tured in Ireland, asking interposition in their 
behalf, 

Rio Janeiro, March 12 — Tho rebellion in 
the Argentine Ropublio is checked. Vigorous 
measures havo been used in putting it down. 
A fight look pluee with the Paraguayans on 
the 2nd ol February. The ironclads wero 
bad y damaged. 

The California Colony at Santa Fe is 
doing finely. 

President Mitre has returned to Buenos 
Ayres, where he hud an enthusiastic recap- 
liun. 

New Yohk. April 21 — The steamer South 
American, with dates from Rio to March 
26th, has urrived. 

Eight thousand troops sailed from tho 
Brazilian maritime provinces to replace the 
Argentine troops withdrawn from the Para' 
guujan wur. 

A large cargo of war muoitions and email 
detachments of troops have been sent to the 
Kivcr Plutte. 

One transport has returned with cholera 
among the troops. 

Curupaity has again been bombarded by 
tie Biuziliuns. 

The town and fortifications of Santa 
Maria, on the upper Parana, wero destroyed 
by Brazilian gunboats. 

Tho firing was kept up along- the fronts, 
but no movements of importance hud been 
made. 

It is reported that a largo portion of tho 
Brazilian forces had crossed tho upper 
Parano and will march diroct on As3ump« 
lion. 

The Brazilian fort at Curazo has been 
materially strengthened. 

The Paraguayan General, Diaz, has died 
of his wounds. 

The peace stories are canards, i>nd tho re- 
port of American mediation untrue. 

The outbreak in the Argontino Provinces 
can be crushed. 

Mitre has assumed the Presidency and 
issued a warlike manifesto.

Tho 
working men held a mass meeting and pro- 
posed voluntarily to relinquish 18 or 20 per 
cent wages. It is believed the effect of 
throwing 20 por cent of labor out of the mar- 
ket will be to create a demand for an ad- 
vance cf waives soon. 

Senator Wilson's speech at Richmond is 
severely denounced by the ultra rebel papers 
of the city, one ol which calls him a red- 
haired political missionary. 

Nearly a riot occurred in Qniuey last night. 
A gentleman was advertised to lecturo on 
Romanism, and a mob of 2000 Catholics 
assembled and prevented the lecture by 
threats ol violence. Tho Mayor was ap' 
pealed to and relusei to interfere to stop the 
riolou.i proceedings. 

A special despatch saya tho leng unknown 
grave ol Johnson's father has been discovered 
and the President will witness the erection 
of a monument. He will he accompanied by 
Seward, taking the Richmond route, and 
will visit ihe other town3 if possible and ad- 
dress the people. 

Chicaqo, April 25. — Lieutenant C. A.

Wostern Stage Company tor damages for the 
loss of his wife, ohild and mother I y drowo- 
ing, while crossing Boone river, Iowa, in ono 
of defendants' coaches. The case was tried 
and the jury returned a verdict of S8000 
damages for the plaintiff.

Where is Stephens I 

The Paris correspondent of the Sunday 
Gazeltt writes ; 

I send you iho intelligence of James Ste- 
phens' arrival in this country, and although 
active operations were long in manifesting 
themselves after Ihis hero landed in Europe, 
still 1 am told that tho late Head Centre is 
quite innocent of the present troubles. On 
good authority I loum that James Stephens 
and a few officers, late of tho United Slates 
Army, are Incuted in a hotel close to the Rue 
St. Lnzaro terminus, and that I ho rising has 
taken them by eurpr se. Whether Stephens 
intends to have anything more to do with 
iho concern is doubtful. His command ap- 
pears to havo been taken from him and be- 
stowed on aiiolher, and I hear that he is 
anxious to make his homo among us here. 
Stephens and O'Mahoney, tho othor chief 
and manufacturer of Feuian firo, formerly 
lived here, paying five fr-nos per montn fur 
iheir room, tho former earning his livelihood 
by giving English lessons, and the othor by 
teaching Celtic at tho Irish College. It is lo 
bo presumed that times have changed, and 
lhat tho credulity of thousands of dupea has 
pluced Junies Stephens, though hia sceptre 
has passed from him, boyond the necessity 
of acting tho schoolmaster a second time. 
You muy possibly not bo awnro that tho man 
Gleeson, appointed vice Stophens retired, is 
nearly seven feet high, was in the Dublin 
police forco, wont from that body into tho 
Pupal Army, and aftor tho discomfiture 
of Lamoroiere, transferror! his sword, hie 
great talents, and his immense Btature 
into the service of tbo United Stutes, whero 
bo roso to tho ruuk of Colonel, and would 
have beon promoted to tho dignity of 
Brigadier General but for the primitive 
manner iu which he signed bia dispatches. 
Tho moderate French pnpers regret tho rising 
in Ireland, and condemn it us a foolish uriel 
criminal act. 1 seo that ono paper accuses 
Amorica of having applied the toroh, and 
adds that it is very odd that ' this outbreak 
should occur ut n momont when tho Eastern 
quesiion is being revived. Tho United 
Stutes and Russia ure on very iutimulo 
terms, ond both huve nu old account to 
square with England. 

Annexation ol Irelautl to llio United 
States. 

A despatch dated Dublin, March lCth, j 
says : The following important manifesto bus ' 
been largoly circulated in all parts of iho 
country within tho Inst few days, notwith- 
standing tho precautious ol the Government 
officials. It reads thus ; 

MANIFESTO Of TUK IUISU PEOPLE. 

Upon considering ■ ur present position wo 
havo coma to the following resolution ou be- 
half of our oounlrymeu in Ireland, in Amer- 
ioa and in every other quarter of tho world, 
where they are now dispersed. 

English government has become absolutely 
iotolorublo to us, Wo cunuot endure a staio 
of society in which the commonest libertius 
of ul 1 men aro suspended. 

Wo are uuablo to contond with our op- 
pressors in arms, and wo turn to tho hopo of 
mankind, tho great Republio of North 
Ani' rica, iu our difficulties. 

We ask to bo udrnitted into the American 
Union as u new State, having our cwn local 
government, but sending representatives to 
Congress. 

We are as near to New York as Washing- 
ton, as New Orleans, and San Francisco, 
uud we have become so thoroughly Ameri- 
canizod that connection with England is no 
longer tolerablo or possible. 

This is a final and eolernn resolve upon 
full deliberation. 

Wo solicit our countrymen throughout the 
Union immediately to assemblo and pluce 
this, the petition ol 12,000,000 ol Irishmen 
in duo form heloro the President and Con- 
gress of the United States.

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Tbe committee nro happy to report that, 
notwithstanding tlio depressed circuuibtntices 
ol tbo limes, tbey have continued lo extcml 
lbe benelits of the Instiiution to the sick uud 
afflicted. Since lbe lust Report nine patients 
hiivu been udmilled ; one lius died, unci eight 
have been discharged convalescent. 

In onler, however, to enable tlicm to do 
Ibis, tbey have been compelled to reduce the 
allowances lo their efficient nurse uud matron, 
Mis. Kurd, during tho periods when there are 
no patients iu the Inrirmnry. 

It will appear Irom the Treasurer's report 
that ihe total contributions have amounted to 
$1320, while lbe total expenditure on behall 
ul the patients ln.s fallen slio.-t ol $1050. It is 
obvious, Iherelore, that, but lor the debt which 
presses upon the institution, there would hnve 
been n considerable balance tu its credit. The 
committee view this as nn encouragement tu 
persevere in tuis benevolent work, 

To grnrd tbe institution against needless 
expenditure, paying patients have been re- 
quired to make some payment In advance, us 
this duty is Botnelitues forgotten niter the 
benefits buVo been enjoyed. It is pleasing, 
however, to notice more than one cuso iu 
which, without any engagement, discharged 
patients have testified their appreciation ot 
the blessings they have received, by becoming 
liberal cutitributord to the funds. 

A series ol lectures und concerts, under the 
uuspices of the Bishop nnd Mrs. Hills, has 
netted upwards ot $.;)0 towards the liquida- 
tion ol tbe debt and of the interest thereon, 
which now uinuiiiils to $772 ; hut it is hoped 
that the vote ot jilioO made some time ago by 
lbe House ol Bsembly will he paid by the 
Government and assist lo relieve iho Institu- 
tion ol tins burden. 

Mrs. Seymour has kindly consented to be.- 
come a Patroness of ihe Infirmary, 

In conclusion tho committee would thank 
the subscribers nnd donors lor their benevo- 
lent lihetality j and here they would not fail to 
mention tbe great obligation which the sub- 
scribers, palients, und malingers, aro under to 
the carelul attention ol the medical gentlemen 
who have given their valuable nnil gratuitous 
services to tbe charily. They would express 
tbeir firm belief that an institution which ex- 
tends its b. nelits to all, without respect lo 
nationality or denomination, will not he sui- 
lentl to languish lor want of funds. They 
would still appeal to Ihe women ol this colony 
nut lo look coldly on ll woik which is sj cal- 
culated lo eon. luce to tho comfort and elevu- 
lion ol tlieir sex. The manugers may some- 
times leel a difficulty in drawing it line us to 
the cases which deserve admission, but tliej 
believe that the subscribers will fully bear 
them out in the view that, while Ihey should 
guard ihe Institution against being made the 
Blurting point lur a fresh career iu vice, they 
should never turn away n poor perishing out- 
cast, by whatever causes her affliction may 
have been produced.
